Beer in Quebec and Native Wines in Ontario Only Beverages Allowed 
to Be Made Under New Regulations—Order Comes Into Effect 


April 1st and Remains Statute Until One Year After Close o 


War. 


OTTAWA, March 11,—Canada 
virtually goes dry on April 1, un- 
der regulations issued tonight. 
The manufacture of intoxicating 
liquors is prohibited from that 
date. It is provided, however, that 
‘dn case the sale of intoxicating 
liquor of any class fot beverage 
purposes is permitted in any pro- 
vince, this regulation shall not ap- 
ply to the manufacture of suchrin- 
toxicating Hiquor in such province 
until December 31, 1918,” The lat- 
ter provision, in regard to the 
manufacture, is operative in two 
cases:

GERMANS INCREASE HEAVY 
THRUSTS ON BRITISH LINE 


AT ARMENTIERES, SAYS HAIG' 


LONDON, Mar. 11,—The 
Germans continue their pow- 
erful raids of the British lines 
near Armentieres and at vari- 
ous other points along the 
front. The report from Field 
Marshal Haig’s headquarters 
tonight describing these oper- 
ations reads: 

“Following a heavy bom- 
bardment of our trenches near 
Armentieres, the enemy today 
thrice raided us in this sec- 
tor. In one locality the raid- 
ers were driven off, they were 
repulsed in the other sectors. 
Five of our men are missing. 
We captured a machine gun, 

“This morning also the en- 
emy attempted a raid on a 


large seale in the Ypres sec- 
tor. Parties of hostile infan- 
try attacked our line north- 
west of Passchendaele on a 
front of 1,000 yards. They 
were everywhere repulsed with 
heavy losses. We secured a 
few prisoners, 

“During the night one of 
our positions near Holhost 
was entered by a hostile raid- 
ing party but was at once re- 


captured, Four of our men 
are missing. 
“The hostile artillery was 


active today south of St. 
Quentin, north of the Searpe 
river and along our front be- 
tween Hill 70, north of Lens, 
and Festubert, southeast of 
Messines and east of Ypres.’’

Ottawa Claims That Weed- 
ing-out Process Has Be- 
gun in England 


7,500 BACK SHORTLY 


Long Term Hospital Cases 
Will Also Be Returned 
to Canada 


OTTAWA, March 11,—Between 
now and June 1, nearly 20,000 re- 
turned soldiers will arrive in Can- 
ada, medically or physically un- 
fit for active service, About 7,500 
will arrive during the next three 
or four weeks, .The increased in- 
flux of returned men follows the 
weeding-out process which has 
been going on for some months 
overseas, following radical re-or- 
ganization of the medical and 
other services over there. 


The principle laid down that men 
are not to be kept on the payroll un- 
less usefully engaged and that invalid- 
ed men are not to be kept in England 
indefinitely, is being adhered to. Long 
term cases which can be moved to 
Canada are being brought here for 
treatment unti! ready for discharge. 
If Canadiang in England are not able 
to fight and are not really needed for 
work in some branch of the non-com- 
batant service they must come home

Men Were Represented at Ottawa by P. R. Campbell of 
Edmonton Office, and J. H. Mitchell of Yukon—Wages |Vegetable Growers Organize, 

Are Increased From $85 a Month to $105. 


As a result of negotiations conduc- 
ted at Ottawa by a committee com- 
posed of P. R. Campbell of the gov- 
ernment telegraphs, Edmonton; J. H. 
Mitchell, Dawson City, and the inter- 
national president of the C.T.U.A., 
8.. J. Konenkamp, it is announced 
that an agreement has been reached 
between the department of public 
works and the operators on all gov- 
ernment-owned lines. Mr. Campbell 
has been in Ottawa for'the past three 
weeks in connection with the negotia- 
tions, 

Some seventy men will be affected 
in Alberta, most of whom are working 
the linos in the north country. 

The new agreement will affect in all 
38 men, nearly all of whom are in 
the four western provinces and the 
Yukon. By its provisions men who 
were getting $85 a month six months 
ago now get about $105 per month. 
An increase of 10 per cent. was given 
last Septer.ber, 

Generally speaking, the agreement 
lays down: 

1—Right of promotion. 

24—-Uniform classification of pay un- 
der which operators west of the Great 


Edmonton banks will not be dras- 
tically affected by the recent decision 
to call bank employees to the colors, 
according to the managers of a num- 
| ber of the city banks. One of the 
large banks has only one employee, a 
teller, who will come under the meas- 
ure. Another manager said that his 
| staff would be slightly affected, but he 
believed there wouldbe no difficulty in 
filling the places with women. 

One bank head said his staff might 
be affected later. Another said that 
the bank in all its branches would 
lose 180 clerks, but the local branch 
would not suffer. Three of the men 
this bank employs are in class E, 

Managers have different views re- 
garding probable measures to make 
up the shortage in clerical help, One 
manager stated that some of the banks 
would undoubtedly find it necessary to 
close some of the branches in smaller 
towns and bring in the men employed 
to the larger cities. Those who would 
be brought in would be men in the 
lower medical categories. not likely to 


takea get an average increase of 9 
per cent, 

8—Provisions against discrimina- 
tion, 

The increases in pay will total $25,- 
000 a year on a paylist amounting to 
$312,000. In regard to Quebec and 
the Maritime provinces, it is pointed 
cut, the question of pay classifications 
was dealt with under an appropriation 
made last year. 

In the main, the agreement confirms 
recognized custonis which have not 
heretofore been incorporated in the 
rules. ‘All promotions,” it is provid- 
ed, “will be governed by fitness and 
ability. When a vacancy occurs a 
district superintendent will appoint 
the senior telegraphcr without dis- 
crimination who, in his opinion, is en- 
titled to it.” . 

The new pay classifications are es- 
tablished to afford “ a fair degree of 
uniformity thus to remeve occasions 
for dissatisfaction with such inequali- 
ties as are found to have developed in 
the growth of the service.

PRIVILEGES TO 
HOMESTEADERS 
ARE RENEWED 


Period of Employment as Farm 
Laborers Will Count As 
Residence 


REGULATIONS ISSUED 


Must Furnish Sworn Evidence of 
Work Performed and Other 
Particulars 


As a result of the scarcity of farm 
laborers, certain privileges granted 
last year to homesteaders have been 
removed, according to word just re- 
celved from Ottawa. Regulations en- 


acted by order tn council! provide that 
“during the remainder of the year 
1918 the holders of homestead pre- 
emptions, or purchased homestead en- 
tries who are employed as farm la- 
borers within the Dominion of Can- 
ada, may be allowed the period of 
such employment as part of the re- 
quired period of residence in connec- 
tion with their respective entries.” 
Subsequent Entry Date, 

Conditions laid down provide that 
the time of employment to be counted 
as residence duties must be subsequent 
to the actual date of entry in each 
case, The provisions of the order do 
not apply to unperfected proxy en- 
tries, nor to any case in which the 
entrant {1s engaged in any other em- 
ployment than actual farm labor. As 
soon as possible after the entrant 
commences work {t will be his duty 
to forward to the district agent of 
Dominion lands sworn evidence satis- 
factory to the minister of the interior 
giving particulars of the land held un- 
der entry, the nature of the work per- 
formed, where performed, date of 
commencement, and probable dura- 
tion, 

Must File Sworn Evidence, 


Within thirty days after the term 
of employment has expired and in any 
case not later than Feb. 1, 1919, the 
entrant muot file with the local agent 
for the district sworn evidence of the 
time actually spent on farm work. 

The entry of any person complying 
with the foregoing provisions will not, 
during the period of his employment 
on farm labor, be Hable to cancella- 
tion by reason of hie failure to per- 
form the cultivation required in con- 
nection with his entry. 

Another order-in-council provides 
“that any person who has been on 
active service in the naval or mill- 
tary forces of his majesty or of his 
majesty’s allies during the present 
war, shall be entitled to all the bene- 
fits and privileges conferred by sec- 
tions 22 and 23 of the Dominion 
Lands Act upon the members of mill- 
tary forces and of the Canadian vol- 
unteers.”” This provision is retroac- 
tive to May 8&8, 1915,

10..—(By the Canadian Press Corres- 
pondent Overseas).—A hostile rty of 
six which attempted to raid on€ of our 
posts south of Lens yesterday morn- 
ing was driven off with machine gun 
fire, leaving one wounded prisoner. A 
Patrol of one“officer and a soore of 
other ranks of an Eastern Ontario bat- 
talion was encountering a _ hostile 
scouting party. It drove it back in 
disorder toward the German lines and 
captured one prisoner. 

enemy ig resorting to the use 
of gas shelle. Yesterday morning he 
opened a concentrated gage bhombard- 
ment on our lines west and south of 
Mericourt. In the bombardment, 
which lasted two hours, it is estimated 
that he fired about 2,000 rounds of 
gaz shells, consisting of all calibres 
up to sv-cm, with a percentage of 
shrapnel also. At the same time he 
carried out a Nght bombardment on 
St. Pierre and last night he put down 
on our trenches in the same locality 
a harrassing fire of gas shells. 

With the advent of fine spring wea- 
ther there has been constant fighting 
in the air, In which the British ma- 
chines have gained a superiority. No 
fewer than 18 enemy planes have been 
brought down in one day. As the en- 
emy is inferior in the air, go the win- 
ter record of trench raiding find the 
balance strongly in favor of Canada 
and our guns dominate the enemy. 


ENEMY DISPERSED 

ROME, March 11,—The text of the 
official statement follows: 

“Brom St, Elvio to Lake Carda, 
there were intermittent artillery ac- 
tions. Enemy groups were dispersed 
in the valley of Vereoogliana and near 
Tonale. South of Nago. hostile’ pa- 
trols were put to filght. 

“On the Piaye, theré was noticeable 
reciprocal artillery activity. On the 
river bank opposite Zenzon our ma- 
chine guns fired upon hostile par- 
ties. Our batteries, efficaciously as- 
sisted by aircraft observation, caused 
the blowing up of an enemy battery, 
hit working parties east of Salettulo 
and dispersed and sunk rafts and 
boats opposite Fagare. 

“On Sunday our airplanes bomb 
barded enemy aviation grounds. Other 
camps were bombed at night by five 


airships. A total of seven tons of 
bombs were dropped. Al) of our air- 
craft returned unscathed, notwith- 


standing the violent enemy fire. On 
the left side of the Piave, British avi- 
ators brought down two machines,”

FINANCES OF 
INDIA ARE IN 


RECORD SHAPE 


Wer Has Emphasized the Great 


Strength of Nation in 
Wealth Reserves 


DBLHI, India, Mareh 11.—(Via 
Reuter’s Ottawa Agency.)—Sir Wii- 
liam Meyer, prewenting the annual 
financial statement to the council, 
said that the . nt year closes with 
& surplus of £5,750,000, due to a fa- 
vorabie monsoon and record growth 
of railway receipts, counter-balanced 
by a considerable increase in military 
charges amounting to £29,900,000. 
Agriculture and trade general y had 
been prosperous, but special war 
problems caused increasing difficulty 
The war loan of 1917 was most suc- 
cessful, amounting to £35,000,000, and 
also the Indian treasury bil! issues, 
which were expected to yield £30,- 
000,000 by the end of the year, Sir 
William announced that {t was pro- 

osed to raise another unlimited war 
oan, which probably would take the 
form of short term, the proceeds be- 
ing made over to the home govern- 
ment, 

In respect to India’s war contribu: 
tion of £100,000,00., this was a direct 
contribution and formed only part of 
the burden which war conditions !m- 
posed on India. 

Since the war began the expendi- 
ture for hie majesty’s government 
involved a net outlay in India of 
€128,000,000 sterling, and India had 
lent £67,000,000 to the home govern- 
ment, for over a_ £100,000,000 of 
which contributton direct responsibii- 
ity had been undeftaken. Sixteen 
million sounds sterling more would be 
lent it. 

Further Investment of paper cur- 
rency in the reserve funds in home 
treasury bdills was contemplated next 
year. 

Drawing attention to the fact that 
the war had emp)...sized India's finan- 
cial strength most remarkably, Sir 
William said no one could have imag- 
ined three years ago that the country 
should have been able, with moderate 
increase In taxation, to offer his ma- 
Jesty’s government £100,000,000 as : 
special war contribution over and 
above the additional charges which 
the war entailed on its own military 
budgets, and could borrow anything 
like as much as had been done, rais- 
ing for example more than one-third 
of £100,000,000 war contribution by 
direct loan in India during a single 
year, or that it should be found pos- 
sible to meet, as has been done, thr 
demands for war supplies to his 
magesty’s government and the great 
outlay these Involved,
